He Appointed a Xeirrons an Assistant 


anil Is K:ul!y Heaten. 


Tampa, Fla., Aug. 23.— Editor W. C. 


Crum. of the Florida Republican, was 
beaten by whitecaps at Peck Monday 
night. He is postmaster at that place, 
and has been going there at night and 
returning to the city in the morning. 
Some weeks ago he appointed Dan 
Morrison, a colored man, his assistant 
in order that the office should have a 
man in charge all the time. A com- 
mittee of unknown citizens compelled 
Mr. Morrison to give up his office and 
Mr. Crum had to attend to the busi- 
ness himself. 


Monday night, after he had com- 


pleted his work, he started for his 
sleeping quarters, a short

The mob 
then cut off the whiskers from one side 
of his face and appiied carbolic a^id to 
the gashes made by the whipping.

Crum does not know who attacked 
him. The mob threatened to kill him 
if he ever appointed another negro 
assistant. He has closed the office and 
his resignation has been accepted at 
Washington. 


Horrible Ucatli.

Laning, aged 23, son of Augustus Lan- 
ing, a well known farmer of Ross 
township, this county, met a horrible 
death Monday evening.

ORGANIZATION. 


There seems to have been an organi- 


zation here as early as 1814, but no re- 
Cords of its history are to be found. 
But in 1822, June 15th, a union church 
was consecrated (Lutheran and Reform- 
ed). 
Services were held in German and 


English, Rev. J. Melsheimer being pas- 
tor. 


After the Lutheran. Reformed and 


Presbyterian congregations had wor- 
shiped in the same church for more than 
forty years. The Presbyterian congre- 
gation became very small, so that very 
few iBembers remained, and the build- 
ing being in & delapidated condition, 
the Lutheran and Reformed congrega- 
tions accordingly met on the 5th day of 
May,.1860,.and.resolved to build each a 
church for themselves, the Lutheran 
congregation agreeing to take f 400 for 
^heir interest in the union church.
